A Me ii iu J a c k a l* . 
A cran living near Hartville, Washington 
couu'.y, Illinois, ha* recently invented un a p ­ 
paratus to lake the pluce of whistle* for rail­ 
road signals, steamboats, tire alarm?, factory 
calls and the like. 
He calls it the 44 Telo- 
phon,” bat the popular name is tho “ steam 
jackass.” I be inventor is a stock farmer, and 
has devoted much of his time to raising mules, 
whose habits and anatomy he appear* to have 
studied carefully. 
On Iii* farm there was a 
mule of more than ordinary vocal power, 
whose voice could be heard a distance of four 
miles in every direction, when he once cot 
warmed up lo his work. The owner computed 
that if be could set in motion ult the air in u 
circle of eight miles In diameter or twenty- 
five miles iu circumference, or au area of fifty 
square miles, or ihirtv-two thousand acres, n 
hundred borse-power jackass could, all other 
things being equal, rival any other noise yet 
discovered. 
He established lite fact that iii? 
power ot an ordinary ass is about one-twelfth 
of an indicated steam power. A strum cngiiio 
of one thousand horseqiower would therefore 
be equal to the power of 12,000 asse?. Where­ 
fore, if one ass can fill a circle eight mile* in 
diameter, 12,000 jackasses or one 1,000-horse- 
power jackass would fill a circle of 96,000 
miles in diameter. 
The inventor thought al! this over carefully, 
arriving at the deduction that if ho could 
lake nature’s vocal apparat us and apply |i( to 
a greater power, he could produce u larger 
and more satisfactory 
volume of sound. 
Filled with this Idea,ho put the mule to death, 
and carefully severed the head from the body. 
He then injected solutions of chloride of zinc 
and arsenic into the veins aud arter.es of the 
head and neck, to prevent decay of the fl >*h. 
India rubber was dissolved in sulphuric ether, 
and the solution forced through the trachea or 
wind-pipo aud through the larynx or throat. 
The ether evaporated, leaving a film ol rubber 
on the membranes, aud the injection and evap. 
oration were continued until tho rubier film 
was found of sufficient thickness. 
These or- 
guns were men subjected to a vapor of sul­ 
phur, heated 300 degrees, by which procesa 
the rubber was vulcanized, its elasticity in- 
creased, and the membrane rendered itnpervi- 
ou8 to steam. 
These preparations completed, 
a short piece of rubber hose was attached to 
the wiud-pipe and connected with a steam 
boiler. 
It was a moment of agony to the inventor, 
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Single Itutlon, black and color.*«l, a good 
article for 50 cents a pair, 2 button, 
the I jest, at l.O.i.

“ We feel the power of the newspaper in 
building up and pulling down characters, in 
aileeiing the judgments of men about the acts 
of their rulers, in leading them to change 
opinions which they fancied were very fixed. 
We see this kind of influence goiug on. 
We 
are conscious of it in ourselves. 
Wo cannot 
tell exactly whence it comes or how it works. 
It is very mysterious and uudeniable. 
Some 
man wrote it down perhaps at his club, or in 
his chamber, perhaps in a great hurry, when 
a messenger was w aiting to send it to the 
press. 
He might be at that moment under 
som e chance impulse of pleasure, or of anger, 
or of wine. 
He might be anxious to please 
som e friend or injure some enemy. 
His 
thoughts get them selves put into letters. 
The 
letters are set in types. 
The next morning 
thousands of sheets carry them east and west, 
north and south; they are read by thousands 
of eyes, they penetrate into thousands of 
hearts; they beget now thoughts and words, 
and sometimes very fierce acts. 
I talked of 
gunpowder ut the beginning of my lecture. 
You might have thought it aiiidle or extrava­ 
gan t comparison; but what is there in the 
force of gunpowder that can be measured 
against this force ?” 


This opinion is all the more valuable, com ­ 
in g as it docs from a man whose cautiousness 
again st over-statement wa3 so great as to be 
almost, a fault of character.

W ashington, Feb. C.— United States Com­ 
m issioner Davenport of New Y ork was heard 
by the House Judiciary Com m ittee to-day in 
advocacy of the bill recently introduced ia 
the House looking to reform in the registra­ 
tion of voters and the naturalization ot for­ 
eigners. 
H e niado a statem en t as an argu­ 
m ent in favor of reform th at by virtue of 
hi3 official position he had come in posses­ 
sion of tho fact th at iu 1868, ju st prior to an 
election, two courts In the city of New York 
in thirteen days issued naturalization papers 
for 37,000 applicants, which were duly re­ 
corded; th at in addition 27,000 were natural­ 
ized, a majority of whom voted, but cannot bo 
traced. Blanks for the la tte r num ber went thro’ 
tho courts, but no record was made of them. 
He held th at the law w as too general in re­ 
gard to the subject oí naturalization, as it 
now exists, and advocated strict safeguards 
for the protection of the people. 


TRYINQ TO ECONOMIZE. 
The Committee ou A ppropriations ¡3 slid 
looking in every direction with a view to econ­ 
omizing. 
To-day all of th e A uditors of the 
Treasury Departm ent pm d tho Commissioner 
of Custom s were heard w ith reference to Fue 
present condition of w ork in their respective 
bureaus, clerical force em ployed and how it 
com pares with the num ber employed prior to 
the war.

A Steum J a c k n n . 
A m an living near Nashville, W ashington 
county, Illinois, has recently invented an a p ­ 
paratus to lake the pluce of w histles for rail­ 
road signals, steam boats, fire alarm s, factory 
calls and the like. 
He calls it the “ Telo- 
phou,” but the popular nam e is the “ steam 
jackas3.” 
The inventor is a stock farmer, aud 
has devoted much of his lime to raising mules, 
whose habits aud auatom y he appears to have 
studied carefully. 
On his farm there was a 
mule of more than ordinary vocal 
power, 
whose voice could be heard a distance of four 
miles in every direction, when he once got 
w arm ed up to his work. The ow ner computed 
that if he could set in motion alt the air in a 
circle of eight miles iu diam eter or twenty- 
five miles iu circumference, or au area of fifty 
square miles, o r thirty-two thousand acres, a 
hundred borse-jjower jackass conld, all other 
things being equal, rival any other noise yet 
discovered. 
He established the fact that the 
power of an ordinary ass 13 about onc-twelflh 
of an indicated steam power. A steam engine 
of one thousand liorse-power would therefore 
be equal to the power of 12,000 asses. Where­ 
fore, if one ass can fill a circle eight miles in 
diam eter, 12,000 jackasses or one 1,000-horso- 
pow erjacka33 would fill a circle of 96,000 
miles in diam eter. 
The inventor thought all this over carefully, 
arriving a t the deduction th at if he could 
take nature’s vocal apparatus and apply |it to 
a greater power, he could produce a larger 
and more satisfactory 
volume 
of sound. 
Filled with this idea,he put the mule to death, 
and carefully severed the head from the body. 
He then injected solutions Gf chloride of zinc 
and arsenic into the veins and arteries of the 
head and neck, to prevent decay of ihe flesh. 
India rnbber was dissolved In sulphuric ether, 
and the solution forced through the trachea or 
wind-pipe aud through the larynx or throat. 
The ether evaporated, leaving a film of rubber 
on the m em branes, and the injection and evap­ 
oration were continued until the rubber film 
was found or snfflcient thickness. 
These or­ 
gans were then subjected to a vapor of sul­ 
phur, heated 300 degrees, by which process 
the rubber was vulcanized, its elasticity in­ 
creased, and the mem brane rendered impervi. 
ous to steam . 
These preparations completed, 
a short piece of rubber hose was attached to 
the wind-pipe and connected w ith a steam 
boiler. 
It was a m om ent of agony to the Inventor.

I 
doubt it; I seriously question the good, inten­ 
tion of men, who, 'for railway purpose?, will 
violate the wish of the people as expressed at 
the ballot because of the action of county can­ 
vasser?, which action did not change the re­ 
sult. The Interest manifested In this caso 
throughout was truly wonderful, in fact Inex- 
pllaable upon any fair hypothesis, w.bea such 
men as Frank 8pinola and his four-inc i side 
collar boards, Archie BI13?, “ Shed” and Ilatik 
Smith came tumbling into the areua of strife, 
there Is generally something ratten in Dan­ 
mark. From all parts of the state came a 
certain «railway) pressure for Madden. Davis 
too, of the Custom House, was here in rdi bis 
glory, and it was really fearful odds that Mr. 
Abbo t was compelled to combat. Tbo issue 
pure and simple was in a nut-shell; wa3 Ab­ 
bott elected? But when wc cotnc to look at 
tiie committee as it was nude up, who will not 
say that Senator Johnson was pretty nearly 
right when he said the case had been heard, 
in fact, before the Senate met at all? Every 
day made it plainer that Madden’s presence 
on the floor of the Senate and ou railways was 
deemed a thing very necessary, and the lobby 
did its best lo secure his seat Lo him—even 
though it may chance to be a temporary oc­ 
cupancy. I say “ temporary,” because Mr. 
Abbott inform.? me that he will contest, and 
from the lac s lying around iu tbe District I 
reckon ho will make Mr. Madden’s seat exceed­ 
ingly warm for him. The appearauce of tiie 
Senate chamber on Wednesday reminded one 
of some of the scenes at Washington during 
Urn session of Congress preceding secession, 
only on a much smaller scale. Tue chamber 
was packed to suffocation, and the degree of

tbe Tact that upwards of one hundred 
stood up listening to Ihe sharp debate up­ 
wards of four hours. On tiie Democratic side 
of tbe chamber such men as Bradley, Gan- 
son, Jacobs, Johnson, Parmenter and Ray 
loomed up like meteors—all iu defense of tho 
right of the people to elect and against the 
right or the majority to usurp a seat on a le­ 
gal technicality. The poor attempts of Sena­ 
tor King to answer the arguments and ques­ 
tions of Bradley created much sympathy for 
the illustrious son of Gov. King, aud I felt 
that it was indeed a hard task for as “digni- 
fleu” and conscientious a niau to smite his con­ 
science and shut the gates of hi? better judg­ 
ment to such honest and fair propositions a? 
were made to allow the merits of this case to 
be tried by the committee ere Mr. Abbott was 
ousted. The able and beautifully finished le­ 
al argument of Bradley called from the Re­ 
publican side their heaviest gan—Senator 
Woodin, the Tweed-tarred Senator—who was 
thrust forward as tbe nun to deal out law and 
justice to men who wanted “light,” and who 
were seeking to deal fairly. But Woodin. al­ 
ways powerful, and apparently earnest, was 
not equal to the emergency, and D. P. Wood 
was forced to come to his rescue, only lo lie 
annihilated by Johnson iu his U3ual happy 
satirical and logical vein. 
Then came Gan- 
sod wffth a few sharp questions, and finally 
Lord, whose remarks were particularly severe 
upon Wood, the Lieutenant Governor,and the 
purposes of those who were bound to oust Mr. 
Abbott. It was indeed a most gratifying 
spectacle to see all liberal-minded and tion- 
partisau men (count me in that crowd; join in 
a hearty expression of approval at the bold, 
manly and independent action of such men 
as Messrs. Dow, Lowery and Middleton, who 
vainly urged that the committee Should bear 
evidence upon the question as lo wliat the re­ 
turn? from the Second District of Forrest- 
burgh were iu fad. And it, was most painful 
indeed to notice how hard Mr. Coe labored to 
account for his vote against Mr. Abbott, liad 
a few of the lobby been present, perhaps ho 
could have been aided iu hi? etfart, an 1 ha 1 a 
few ot. his constituents been present Í reckon 
he would have crouched lower iu his seat than 
he did after finishing his explanatory speech.
